It is always exciting when someone recognizes your successes 
and achievements in life. At Co-Lin we regularly celebrate 
athletic team victories, the awards of our students and staff, and 
the many accomplishments of our clubs and organizations. It 
is also rewarding when Co-Lin gets recognized by others for its 
success and achievements as a college. 

For example, Co-Lin was chosen by the Aspen Institute 
as one of the nation’s top 150 community colleges. Areas 
considered included student persistence, completion, and 
transfer; consistent improvement in educational outcomes over 
time; and equity in outcomes for students of all racial/ethnic 
and socioeconomic backgrounds. These are all areas that we 
have worked to approve as a college and I am very proud of the 
national recognition this ranking brings to Co-Lin. 

In another national ranking by The Chronicle of Higher 
Education, Co-Lin was named as one of the best colleges in the 
nation to work for. The results were released in The Chronicle’s 
ninth annual report on The Academic Workplace and are based 
on a survey of 281 colleges and universities. Only 93 of the 
institutions that applied for the program achieved “Great College 
to Work For” recognition. Co-Lin was one of three community 
colleges in Mississippi and one of only 25 two-year colleges in 
the nation to receive the honor. I am especially proud of this 
recognition because it reaffirms our motto that Co-Lin is “The 
Place to Be” for our employees as well as our students. 

Co-Lin was also the recipient of the Career Preparedness 
Award for Mississippi in the ACT College and Career Readiness

It seems that every institution has those iconic instructors; 
ones who are known for being extremely demanding, highly ani- 
mated, or even a little quirky. 

Jim and Martha Lightsey of Wesson certainly could be con- 
sidered Co-Lin icons. He was known as the psychology and 
sociology instructor who taught class from a rocking chair and 
“gave hard tests.” She was his soft-spoken wife who was pas- 
sionate about helping students succeed in the reading and study 
skills courses she taught. They served Co-Lin and its students for 
a combined 49 years as instructors, but what they’ve done in the 
years since to support the college and the Foundation will con- 
tinue to impact students for years to come. 

The Lightseys have been giving to the Co-Lin Foundation 
since shortly after it was developed. Over the past 20 years, they 
have established five endowed scholarships as well as a student 
leadership and a faculty development endowment. 

Jim Lightsey, originally from Bay Springs, attended both 
Jones County Junior College and Mississippi State University on 
a football scholarship. He went on to complete master’s degrees 
from the University of Southern Mississippi and Mississippi Col- 
lege and an education specialist degree from Mississippi State. 
He joined the Co-Lin faculty in 1971 and taught until his retire- 
ment in 2001. 

Martha is originally from Utica and attended Hinds Com- 
munity College. She received a bachelor’s degree in education 
from Mississippi State (where she met her husband) and a mas- 
ter’s degree from Mississippi College. She taught at Washington 
School near Natchez before moving to the Wesson area after they 
married in 1971. She taught at Whitworth College, Copiah Acad- 
emy, and Wesson Attendance Center before beginning her career 
at Co-Lin in 1984, where she taught developmental studies for 18 
years before her retirement in 2002. 


In addition to their teaching careers, the Lightseys have been 
heavily involved in the Wesson community for over 45 years. He 
served as an alderman for 20 years for the town of Wesson, and 
they both have served in various capacities at their church, Decell 
United Methodist Church, for over 40 years. In their retirement, 
they have enjoyed traveling, gardening, and spending time with 
their grandchildren. 

The Lightseys have one daughter, Jessica Pavy, a 1996 Co- 
Lin graduate, and seven grandchildren. Pavy was a standout at 
Co-Lin herself where she was head Colette, a member of the Hall 
of Fame, and was elected Miss Co-Lin. She is married to Trey 
Pavy, a mechanical engineer, and they live in Baton Rouge, Loui- 
siana. 

“My earliest memories are of Co-Lin. Growing up, visiting 
my dad’s classroom and playing on campus- I never considered 
going anywhere else,” Pavy said. “My parents have always val- 
ued education and encouraged me to learn. Even on family va- 
cations, we’d always visit museums and national parks; they’ ve 
always appreciated different cultures and people.” she said. 

Pavy recalled one of the scholarships her parents have en- 
dowed, the Robert K. Howard Scholarship, set up in memory of 
her high school friend who had died in a tragic car accident. “He 
was my friend and they [my parents] loved him,” she said. “The 
scholarship was something they felt like they could do to honor 
him and add something positive to a tragic situation.” 

That’s something the Lightseys have continued to do at Co- 
Lin, with the endowment of the Bobby O’ Quinn Scholarship, es- 
tablished in memory of the Co-Lin football player who passed 
away while trying to save two girls from drowning in Lake Okh- 
issa in Franklin County. The Lightseys heard of the tragedy and 


wanted to do something to help. 

For every dollar they give, the 
Lightseys’ goal is to help someone 
get an education. “With the football 
scholarships, I never paid any tu- 
ition for college,” Jim said. “I came 
out not really understanding that 
you had to pay to go to college.” 

Through their years of teach- 
ing students at Co-Lin and work- 
ing with the youth group at their 
church, they’ve seen the needs 
that today’s students and faculty 
and staff face, and they are pas- 
sionate about helping others. The Lightseys enjo

“One of the 
great things about Co-Lin 
is the wonderful support 
that our faculty and staff 
pour into this campus 
through their service and 
through donations.” 

“We feel so blessed 
and are so glad to give,” 
Martha said. “It’s a real 
privilege to be able to en- 
dow something that will 
go on.”
